The completion by the R . o p l  hleteorological Soc:ict,y of 
75 years of continuous and increasing serrice is :m event.

The founding of Llio British Meteorologicd Soi:ict,y 
on April 3, 18.50, hac1 been prcccilctl by t.he wiii~wh:i1; 
clicckered careers of t,wo niet,eornlogjcal or~anir/J:~t.ioiis. 
The fiist En lish Meteorologicn.1 Society wns hcgiin in 

ent.ly its chief inspiration. for the society died of innnition 
after Howard's removal froni London. I n  1S3G t,hc 
Meteorological Society of London came int.o being. 
Gradual encroachment of nstmlogical tendencies in  the 
new organization, however, led to the foundino of tile 
British Met.eorologicd Soc.iet,y. James Glnisfier wns 
its guiding spirit in the early years. He was its secret,nrp 
from 1550 for 38 years, esccpt for two p a r s  during n-1iic.h 
he was it,s president. I n  1.866 t.he societ was granted 21 

t-eorological Society. The organization in 1882 clinnged 
its name to Royd Meteorologicd Society by permis- 
sion of Queen Victoria. 

In  conformity with t h e  ideas espressed by [John] Riiskiii, the 
society at first devoted it,self t o  t h e  cspcnsive task of the collect.ion ' 
and publication of aieteorological ohservat,ions from n niinil~er nf 
stations, chiefly in Eiiglaiicl and Wdes. as well as t.0 the  rending, 
discussion. and puldication of original papers. For i t  will I x  
recalled that  in 1S50 there wns no St.at,e provision for nleteorology 
in Great Britain. The  results of this work are printed i n  tlic 
Meteorological Record, which was pnblished annually froin 1SSI 
until 1910. In 1911 the  work was Oransferred to  the  Mste service, 
the Meteorological Office. Many investigations were uiiclert.skeii 
by the society in i ts  corporate capacity arid brought t o  n s i i r ~ c ~ ~ f u l  
conclusion. Among these may be mentioned the  collection of 
phenological observations froni the  area of the  British Isles and t,he 
annual publication of a phenological report in  t h e  Quart.erly
